How Hand-to-Mouth Buying 


Is Affecting the Wholesale 


Business Told by Wilson 


Failure “e Retailer to 
Carry Enough Stock 
Loses Trade 


WILLIAM H. WILSON 


Many who deplore the present 
p hand-to-mouth tendency on 
the part of dealers are a gond deal 
like the French queen of history 
who, when told that her subjects 
lacked bread, replied “Then let 
them eat cake.” They point out 
how much hetter merchants the 
dealers would be if they bought 
in quantity lots, but they com- 
pletely overlook the fect tbat 
many dealers can’t buy in quan- 
tities because they can nesther 
finance such purchases nor pay 
rent for storaze space if they 
could get quantities. 

The average dealer, regardless of 
what he would like to do. cannot 
borrow enough money t% pay ff» 
stocks, for he hasn't got the neces- 
sary security to offer 

He therefore buys in small 
tities, and jobbers are happy 
have him do so, providing he 
ries sufficient stock to meet 
needs of his customers and 
his account worth something 
iobber who services him 

But the average deale 
reached the point where he dvesn 
even carry as much stock as he can 
attord to carry on his shelves; he 
counts on running to the jobber tor 
syerything he needs as he needs it 

That this condition has arrived 
is largely the jobber’s own fault. 
The jobber has encouraged his 
dealers to buy in small quantitics 
and has gone even further than 
that by stretching his credit ac- 
commodations to the utmost se 
the dealer could buy without in- 
vesting his own money. 

To a_ certain point hand -to- 
mouth buying has its advantages for 
the dealer, it permits him to take 
full advantage of quick turnover 
profits and perhaps allows him to 
carry a more diversified stock be- 
cause he can use his usually lim- 
ited capital over a wider field. But 
beyond this it is the most dangerous 
thing the dealer can do, for he is 
ery apt not to carry a complete 
enough stock to meet the needs of 
his customers. And failing to fill 
one order may, and usually does 
mean the possibility of not having 
another order from the same source 
—which, of course, reflects on the 
jobber’s business in the long run. 

The jobber turns around—or a 
good many of them do-—and prac- 
tices hand-to-mouth buying on the 
manufacturer, leaving him to hold 
the bag But the manufacturer 
charges the excessive cost of such 
buying to the jobber, whereas the 
jobber seldom hands any extra costs 
along to his dealers; he’s afraid that 
if he does his competitor around the 
corner won't, and so the dealer's 
business will be transferred to the 
other house.

ord one or two cases where jobbing | 
houses got wise enough to go 
through the ledgers, figure out how 
many accounts were paying the 
heuse a profit. and close out most 
of those which were actually being 
operated at a loss. 

it is a noteworthy fact that the 
jobbers who have done this are 
today in a good, sound position. 
Perhaps their volume has dropped 
a littl, but the net profit has 
gone up, and that is the only re- 
sult looked for. 

There is no denying that this 
hand-to-mouth buying is hurting 
the jobbers who previously en- 
couraged it, and it can be traced! 
directly to the wild scramble te 
build up sales volumes and grab all} 
the dollars in circulation; the mere 
gotten away from the other tellow 
the better. | 

Things have reached a state where ; 
a large percentage of the autome- | 
tive jobbing houses are carrying en} 
with a 1 per cent. margin of profit; 
—an absurdly low return on the size 
of the average wholesaler’s invest- 
ment; so low that it is positively | 
dangerous. | 

Since there appears to be no cure 
for the hand-to-mouth habit, or at 
least no immediate cure, other rem- 
edies are being resorted to. The real 
control ot oda-lot buying may come 
with tighter credits and more close- 
ly united local wholesalers, but 
hardly enough of this is yet ap- 
parent to call-it a “trend,” although 
steps in the right direction are be- 
ing taken in some sections of the 
East. 

A recent trade paper survey of 








the general line jobbers shows that 
about 63 per cent. of them have 
turned to an outside line as the 
best way out of their difficulties. 
They chose radio. 

With some of these houses radio, 
plus a fairly good and carefully 
managed automotive business, has 
given them a good volume of profit; 
in some cases better than they en- 
joyed before and in other cases al- 
most as great as the previous total. 
A good many of them have found 
that, for most efficient management, 
it has been necessary for them to 
establish a separate business to 
handle the radio. Others have de- 
veloped radio to a point where the 
automotive business has. become 
merely a department and where the 
house has become virtually a radia 
wholesale house instead of an auto- 
motive wholesale house. 

Only about 21 per cent 
elected to remain 100 per cent. auto- 
motive, but this 21 per cent. have 
been very successful. This division 
numbers among its members a ma- 
jority of the really big and reliable 
wholesale houses, progressive houses

highest caliber. 

Not so long ago the automotive 
jobber ridiculed the idea ef carry- 
ing tires and batteries, but now 
nearly ail wholesale establishments 
handle these two items; in fact, a 


few of the larger houses sell prod- | 
ucts bearing their own trade mark. | 


The old line jobbers have taken 
on the previously much despised re- 
placement parts, and the parts job- 
ber, finding that parts alone were 
not sufficient with which to build 
large volume, because of the grow- 
img tendency on the part of the 
dealer to buy parts for each job as 
it arrived on his floor, has cut into 
the old line business and has added 
equipment and tools which have to 
do with the installation of parts 

In the East several of the gen- 
eral line houses have amalgamated 
in order to reduce overhead and 
centralize service, and a number of 
parts jobbers have gotten together 
with central machine shops and 
storage facilities for the same pur- 
pose 

Jobbing houses that formerly 
served several states are pulling 
in and concentrating their efforts 
to a relatively small area, perhaps 
not more than fifty miles in di- 
ameter.

In that plasant era the engineer was a sort of swash- 
buckling free lance. He could do what he pleased without 
consulting any other person under the sun, least of all the 
ultimate buyer. He could try experiments, and if they did 
not work out so well, caveat emptor, which may be freely 
translated “that was the buyer's tough luck.” 

But not today. At the present period of grace the 
buyer knows what he wants and if one company cannot 
give it to him he walks down the street to another sales- 
room, where he is almost literally carried in by super- 
friendly hands. The era of competition has created more 
problems for the engineer than almost any other worker 
in the automotive vineyard. 

In the .old happy-go-lucky days the engineer designed 
along the line of least resistance, and if the dealer didn’t like 
the result, that was just too bad. If the service managet 
found bolts in locations where human ingenuity could not 
extract them or oil holes where no lubricant could possibly 
be injected, well, that was the service manager’s worry; the 
engineer had done his job. 

Today the engineer has got to depend on the sales divi- 
sion, the dealers and the service division to help him in 
making his divinations for the next year. The engineer's 
job nowadays makes it necesary for him to have a quality 
of clairvoyance. 
car will make it more popular with the buying public next 
year. He must gauge those changes so that they will make 
the public dissatisfied with what it has and create the buying 
urge. He must not remove features that have caught the 
public fancy, but must be ready to develop and improve those 
characteristics so that the buyers will not weary of them 
through familiarity and remark, “Oh, shucks, it’s just the 
same as last year.” 

The only prop the engineer has to lean upon in making 
his annual divinations is the dealer organization of his com- 
pany, including in that the service division. The dealers 
come in actual contact with the people who buy the ears. 
They know what points have real appeal and what features 
of design and construction are criticized by the buyers. 
There is no sniffiness about the engineer in this day of grace. 
The dealer or service man who has a concrete suggestion for 
improveme nt to offer can be sure of an enthusiastic hearing 
in the department that gives us design. Even the most skill- 
ful engineer in the world prefers to work on facts than to 
trust entirely to his ability as a prophet. 

And the remarkable thing about it all how con- 
sistently the engineers manage to hold public approval 
for their various products in spite of the difficulties under 
which they work.

them for resale at prices corre- 
spondingly below former inflated 

levels. 

Standardization of appraisal 
methods to eliminate the prac- 

tice of certain dealers offering 
greater trade-in allowances than 
others. 

Regulation of the introduction 
of new models so that new cars 
of all makes would appear simul- 
taneously in January, averting 
sales interference caused by style 
changes during the year. 

Legislation to rid highways of 
old and unsafe cars and the evo- 
lution of a uniform pian for junk- 
ing them. 

Revision of tax laws to remove 
autos from the personal property 
tax duplicate. 

The announcement met with an 
enthusiastic reception. Buckman 
said that the Cleveland distributo- 
tors’ group already had set machin- 
ery in motion to make the changes 


workable. Buckman assailed the 
lack of uniformity in appraising 
used cars. He said it had resulted 


in dealers making excessive allow- 
ance in order to complete sales. and 
that buyers of the used cars conse- 
quently were required to pay more 
than their true worth. 

Clevelanders may expect to receive 
lower trade-in allowances in the 
year ahead, he sald, and buyers of 
used cars may look for better values. 

“If we wanted to continue ex- 
cessive trade-in allowance we could 
go out at this show and build up 
a tremendous volume of new car 
business,’ Buckman declared. “But 
we don't choose to do that. The 
volume of business in 1930 is going 
to be less, but it is going to be more 
profitable.” 

He urged that used cars be slashed 
down to give buyers the actual value 
only, and that all used cars for re- 
sale be tagged with a fair price for 
straight selling with no “padding.” 

One solution of the lack of uni- 
formity in appraisals recommended 
was for dealers handling the same 
make to form bureaus to control 
trade-in allowances. Eventually. 
he predicted, automobile dealers 
would rely on expert appraisers out- 


side the business, much the same | 


as is done in real estate. 
Buckman declared that the prac- 
tice of some motor car manufactur- 
ers of introducing model changes 
after spring selling is under way 
constitutes one of the first causes 
for seasonal depressions. Dealers 
in lines in which new models are 
to be introduced experience a slow- 
ing up of business and are com- 
pelled to sell at clean-up prices. he 
said. This forces other dealers to 
do the same to meet the competi- 


tion. The speaker disclosed that 
the national manufacturers and 
dealers’ associations are negotiating 


with car makers at the _ present 
time in an effort to secure agree- 
ments to release new models but 
once a year. 

Highway traffic as well as deal- 
ers’ pocketbooks is menaced by 
junk cars, Buckman said, describ- 
ing a current practice whereby 
new car buyers purchased old 
models from junk yards _ for

ment. Legislation will be sought to 
strike motor cars from the list of 
taxable personal possessions, he de- 
clared. He urged dealers with sur- 
plus capital to invest to expand 
their service facilities and acces- 
sories business rather than to take 
on side-lines, such as airplanes and 
radios. 


He said other concessions sought. 
by the dealers’ association from 
manufacturers included the right to 
closed territory, the right to mark 
up on freight the same as on the 
price of cars and the right to style 
make-ups or discounts. 

Dealers reported a 
mounting volume of sales at the 
show, as crowds continued to visit 
the Public Hall, where 250 passenger 
car models are on display.

Word comes from Canada that 
greater interest than ever is being 
displayed in the new models, and 
that prospects for good business in 
that country are excellent during 
the coming spring months, 

There have been announcements

NEW CAR SALES MAKE 
GAINS IN BALTIMORE; 
RECORD CROWD AT SHOW 


Baltimore, Jan. 28—Sales of new 
cars in Baltimore and throughout 
the state of Maryland for the period 
January 10 to 20 show an increase 
over the first ten days of the month, 
according to figures compiled by the 
Automobile Trade Association of 
Maryland.
